W arde’s version is replete w ith striking 
situations and highly dram atic effects.

Mayor W orkman asked how he had 
come to go to Memphis. 
Col. W aring said th at after the yellow 
fever in 1879, be bad gone there as au 
expert to assist in determining what 
should be done for the health of that 
city iu the way of sewerage. 
He found 
that they had no system of sewerage to 
amount to anything, aud the one th at 
was proposed was far beyond their 
power to carry cut. 
He then sketched 
out a p’.au which was adopted, aud un­ 
der his supervision twenty miles of sew­ 
ers were lmil», and since then twenty 
miles more had been added on the same 
plan which had proven very successful. 
A t preseut the system had been iu op­ 
eration seveu jears. 
During th at time 
the city had grown from one of 35,000 
iuhabitants to one of 70,000. 


SEWERAGE OK MEMPHIS. 
Iu reply to questions by the members 
cf the Committee, Col. W aring said that 
since 1879 
Memphis 
had 
not been 
troubled with yellow fever, nor bad the 
valhy for lh at m atter, but iu his opin- 


it very im portant that seweia 
should not smell. 
The object ot Hush 
tauks is to take up the stranded matter, 
disintegrate it aud carry it downward, 
before it has had time to putrify.

Manchester Unity.*' This Uuity is now 
♦•he most important body of Odd F el- 
•lowsin Europe. 
In 1883 it represented 
4251 lodges, with a membership of 
/i65,368. 
Its annual receipts exceed 
$3,800.000; its 
annual 
disbursements 
amounted to about $2,800,000, and its 
capital aggregated about $26,000,000. A 
few lodgee were org*u;y.*d in the United 
•State* as early as 1806, hut they were 
afterw ards disbanded. 
On April 26, 
1810, W ashing'on Lodge No. 1 was 
organized at Halt more, and in the fol­

the M anchester Unity 
lothed it with the powers of a graud as 
well as subordinate lodge.

The parpo-es of Odd Fellow­ 
ship are thus officially expressed:

• nind, enlarge the sphere of affections 
»ud lead him to a cultivation of the true 
fraternal relation designed by the great 
Author of his being " 
The motto, 
“ Friendship, Love aud T ruth," was 
known and used in connection w ith the 
order ia 1775. 
An applicint for admis­ 
sion to a lodge must be a free white male 
of good moral character, 21 years of 
Age, who believes in the existence cf a 
.supreme B.-ing. The statistic) of the 
order from 1830 to 1884 were at follows: 
Initiations, 1,318.225; membera relieved, 
1.096,950; widowed families relieved, 
144,805; members buried, 106.922; re­

Having heard so many «lowing at- 
counts of the new town of Huntington 
and its surroundings, wo took the 
train of the Les Angeles aud San Oa 
biit-1 Valley Kailrond at Downey avenue 
bridge, and iu 27 minutes arrived iu 
l’a udeua. 
Again tbc train staruil, ami 
a further ride of ten m inutei through 
nr.rhar.ip, vineyards and dowers, brought 
us to Butlers, where the new Hunting­ 
ton station will be located. 
Two minutes’ walk, and we reachei 
the lower end of the new town, named 
in honor of the groat ruilrouil king, C. 
1*. ilontiugton. 
Hero a bury accne pre 
tented itself. 
A largo force of surveyors, le 
laborera, road-graders, wa'erpipe-la amp, 
rolling machima, etc., were as butyyers, 
Live of beos transforming this oha 
a 
site into a well developed town. 
W e were surprised at the perfect na­ 
tural formation of the town sito. Gently 
asceuding toward the mountains, with 
no holes or gallios, no oaotua, stones or 
brush, bu» every lot carefully culti­ 
vated, ready for its shade trees, green 
lawns and pretty villas. 
Parsing up the Grand Central avenue 
for half a mile, we came to the stakes of 
the new foothill branch of the Southern 
Pao lij R dlroad, which will give this 
fortunate town the choice of two rail­ 
roads, besides the probuble cxtenaiou of 
the Pasadena horse ctre, now only two 
milta away. 
Here wo also saw Grand avenue, 100 
feet wide, with shade trees and a foun­ 
tain in the center, to bo constructed, 
and on which the stores and business 
bouses will locate.

visit three cafioca and see there three 
streams of water, coursing over rocks 
and down to a half million gallon reser­ 
voir, then to one bolding a million gal­ 
lons. 
A third reservoir will be built 
immediately, expressly to supply Hunt­ 
ington, which will hold one milliou gal­ 
lons and a further ono to hold a billion 
gallons. With its doable supply of water 
from separate sources Huntington will be 
well suppliod, especially as none con bo 
wasted in dilu ing intoxicating drinks, as 
the deeds all have a clause prohibiting 
its sale, excepting for medicinal pur­ 
poses. 
We returned (o Loa Angeles on the 
4:15 I*, m . train, convinced that all who 
porobase lots to-morrow at 10 A. m , at 
25 First street, will invest in a growing, 
permanent town.
